Upland Board Approves 
Tentative Fiscal Sum 


A tentative $2,385,345 budget 
for 1965-66 — budget we 
can live with,’ in the words 
of Deputy Supt. Vern Orum— 
was approved unanimously 
Tuesday night by the Upland 
School District Board of Trus- 
tees. 


Orum said the total amount 
represents about a $412,000 in- 
crease over the past fiscal 
year, but some 80 to 85 per 
cent of the total is earmarked 
for salaries ‘‘an important 
economic factor to the com- 


munity’’ and apparently “what |

The deputy superintendent 
explained that the District re- 
ceived “a very severe jolt last 
week in the area of tax de- 
linquency, normally a five per 
cent figure,”’ when it was
